TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[u. s.] To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wilton, in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Wilton, on Tuesday, the Ninth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same, including support of schools, main- 
tenance of poor, for repairs of roads and bridges, for 
Memorial Day, for lighting streets and miscellaneous ex- 
_ penses. 

3. To hear the report of agents, auditors, committees, 
and all other officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

4. To see if the town will grant free use of the Town 
Hall on Memorial Day and evening to Abiel A. Livermore 
Post, G. A. R. 

5. To see if the town will vote to grant the free use of 
the Town Hall Friday afternoon preceding Memorial Day 
for memorial exercises of the public schools and one even- 
ing to the high school graduating class. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate fifteen hundred dollars (being $30 each for fifty hy- 
drants), or any other sum to be applied to the credit of 
the water works for hydrant service.

?. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the laying of service pipes for the water 
works, and the general improvement, care, and mainte- 


nance of the water works system. 


8. To see what sum of money the town ‘will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care and support of the pub- 
lic library and the library building and lot. 


9. To see what_action the town will take in relation to 
installing more street lights. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways, under the law 
passed at the January session, 1905. 


11. To see if the town will grant the free use of the 
Town Hall and supper room one evening in the year to 
the Fire Department for its annual party. 


12. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
installing a new boiler in Town House and raise and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 


13. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the proper observance of “Old 
Home Week.” 


14. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the suppression of the Brown-tail moth. 


15. To see if the town will vote to extend the concrete 
sidewalk from where it now ends, at the I. O. O. F. Hall, 
up Piety Hill, or Dale street, so-called, as far as the resi- 
dence of William E.. Fiske, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to build a sidewalk on 
“The Island,” from a point near the new concrete bridge 
and extending to the foot of the hill near the residence of 
Mrs. Desilots, and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 
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17. To see if the town will vote to adopt the district 
system for the repairs of highways which was in force 
before the adoption of the present system, and take any 
action relative thereto. 

18. To see if the town will vote to elect two Road 
Agents and take any action relative thereto. 

19. To see if the town will vote to request the Boston 
& Maine Railroad to provide a flagman or other protection 
for the crossing near the residence of William N. Patter- 
son, known as the “Stone Mill Crossing.” 

20. To see if the town will vote to purchase a Road 
Machine, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

21. To see if the town will vote to purchase a Stone 
Crusher and Steam Roller, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 

22. To see if the town will vote to pay claim of Henry 
L. Emerson, amounting to $200, for superintendence of 
new bridge. 

23. To see if the town will vote to reinforce a portion 
of the cement dam at the reservoir of the Wilton Water 
Works, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

24. To see what action the town will take toward es- 
tablishing a storage reservoir for the Wilton Water Works 
or take any vote relative thereto, and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

25. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In submitting our annual report your board of Water 
Commissioners are pleased to state that the system is 
no longer an experiment but is now on a paying basis, 
having paid operating expenses and interest on bonds with 
a substantial balance to its credit exclusive of hydrant serv- 
ice and watering troughs. 14 new services have been added 
during the year making a total to date of 198. Upon pe- 
tition of the board of fire engineers we have installed a new 
hydrant on Russell street. 

The summer of 1908 was an exceptionally dry one and 
our source of water supply was put to a most severe test, 
we deemed it wise to caution water takers against any 
unnecessary or extravagant use of water and desire to 
thank them for the kindly manner in which they re- 
sponded to our request. 

A moderate rain-fall coming at a most opportune time 
averted what might have been a serious water famine. 

We are of the opinion and earnestly recommend that 
in view of the continued increase in the consumption of 
water some action should be taken toward establishing a 
storage reservoir to be available should an emergency 
occur. 

We would also respectfully. call your attention to a con- 
dition which exists at the dam. Water is leaking through 
in several places and while we do not believe the strength 
of the dam has been impaired it is our judgment that a 
portion of it should be reinforced with good cement as 
soon as practical. 

The water commissioners acting in conjunction with the 
board of selectmen were unable to satisfactorily adjust 
the claims of Patterson & Sons for the diversion of water 
from their mill privilege and the case was tried before the 
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county commissioners resulting in a judgment against the 
town of $700 with costs of court added.

In the early spring the entire sewerage system was 
thoroughly tested out and two bad breaks were found 
caused by heavy stone being thrown upon the pipe when 
being covered up. These breaks were located with much 
trouble and considerable expense. The system at present 
we believe to be in perfect condition and in good working 
order. 

Eight connections have been made during the year, 
making a total to date of 93.

There remains in the hands of the committee $19.01, 
the unexpended balance from the appropriation for reset- 
ting stones. There has been no occasion to draw upon 
this fund during the past year. 

It will be seen by the foregoing statement that seventy- 
one dollars and seventy-one cents was expended for three 
hundred feet of new road in the village cemetery, which is 
quite an improvement to the yard; and also fifty-seven 
dollars and ninety-one cents for the building of a new 
tool-house, which seemed to be very desirable and nec- 
essary; and as the committee were able to do this within 
the appropriation, they thought it a wise expenditure. 


The grounds of the various cemeteries have been well 
kept, and are in an improved condition. There are no 
outstanding bills contracted by the committee. All of 
the income from the special deposits for individual lots, 
as seemed necessary, has been expended, and all of these 
lots are in good condition. . 


The committee have been able to keep their expendi- 
tures within the amount appropriated, leaving a slight 
balance on hand, and suggest that the usual sum of three 
hundred dollars for the general care of all of the ceme- 
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teries in town, be raised. This amount, we think, properly 
distributed and expended, will be sufficient to keep the 
cemeteries in their present good condition.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The board are pleased to be able to report creditable 
progress during the past year. At the end of the last 
school year a number of changes were made in the teach- 
ing force. 


Some became necessary by resignation, others seemed, 
on the whole, advisable for the best interests of the work. 
It was with great reluctance that some changes were, 
made. However, no one can truly serve his community 
without recognizing its claims as paramount to personal 
consideration. 


The changes made were the result of much care and 
correspondence, and the board feels well satisfied with the 
work in its present hands. It is not too much to say that 
we consider each teacher now on the force, deserving of 
especial commendation for the interest and devotion mani- 
fest in the work, as well as the progress shown. 


The combined boards of Milford, Amherst and Wilton, 
spent much time in selecting the successor to Mr. C. H. 
Drown who resigned in July and several candidates were 
interviewed and Mr. John Bacon finally engaged. Mr. 
Bacon has a thorough knowledge of teaching methods 
and is accomplishing much for all our schools. The num- 
ber of pupils in the outside schools are maintained except 
in the Kimball District where the moving away of one 
family reduced the number to below the minimum for a 
school. Those remaining were sent to the Greenville 
schools this town paying tuition and transportation. 

Some minor repairs and alterations have been made in 
outside houses during the past year; others will have to 
be made to save the buildings. 
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The village school building should be painted. 

It is to be regretted that more of our young people do 
not continue their studies through the High school course. 
Parents and pupils should realize that they have here in 
our High school, at small cost to them an opportunity for 
education equal to any in the State. While it is true many 
have succeeded in life, with but little early education, it 
is equally true that their success has been attained by hard 
wearisome toil, and their burden would have been much 
lighter could they have had the advantages offered every 
young person today, through our Wilton schools.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


If “no news is good news” then I have usually been 
greeted with good news on each visit to the Wilton schools. 
I have found the pupils well provided for, a_ splendid 
building at the village, and no country school crowded. 
The Primary room and some of the country schools were 
badly broken up during the fall term by whooping cough. 
The Abbott Hill school grew so small that there were more 
at home with whooping cough than at school, so all were 
allowed to return. The teacher in the Primary room has 
found it difficult to keep the children up to grade because 
of so many absences. The disease is bad enough to pre- 
vent work at school, yet not dangerous enough to make 
others shun it. For this reason it annoys a school much 
longer than would some more dangerous disease. 

The School Board and Board of Health should have 
some understanding as to how contagious diseases are to 
be prevented from spreading in our schools. There is 
no better place to spread disease. The teachers should 
have authority to call a physician when ever she thinks best 
to do so. Teachers often suspect contagious diseases, yet 
do not call a physician because they do not care to pay 
him themselves, or feel that they do not have the authori- 
ty to ask for an examination. An ideal way would be to 
have one physician whose duty it would be to visit schools 
and answer the teachers’ calls for advice. 


SIGHT AND HEARING TESTS. 


It is remarkable how many children and grown people 
too, have defective sight yet do not know it. We become 
so accustomed to seeing objects as we do that we believe 
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others can see no better than we. Some students whose 
eyes were tested, who thought they could see as well as 
anyone, could not read letters at a distance of ten feet that 
others could at thirty feet. 

During the fall term the teachers tested the sight and 
hearing of every pupil. This was not an examination of 
the eyes but simply a sight test. I wish to call attention 
to the records of these tests which parents will find on the 
report cards. These tests have called the attention of the 
teachers to certain pupils who should be seated near the 
blackboard or front of the room. I hope they have inter- 
ested the parents. Many pupils fail of promotion because 
of imperfect vision. It is difficult for parents to decide 
to send a child to an occulist, perhaps because of a belief 
quite common that most occulists are swindlers or charge 
exorbitant prices. Even though they may be it is better 
than sending children to school handicapped by defective 
vision. 

BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The cost of books and supplies has been kept as small 
as possible so far this year; in fact smaller than it will be 
wise to keep this expense account for another year. If a 
town is well supplied with suitable books, maps, etc., it may 
expect to spend about $2.00 per pupil in order to keep up 
to that standard. If is is the wish of the School Board to 
make the supply a little better, then more than $2,00 must 
be appropriated. During any one year this account may be 
less, which will likely mean that the next year’s account 
will be larger, considering, of course, that the money is 
well spent each year. It is false economy to hire teachers 
and not give them all the books necessary to work with, 
and I apologize to the Board for not providing for the 
teachers as I should because I have waited until the begin- 
ning of another financial year. It is not necessary to 
enumerate our wants in this report. 
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DRAWING. 


As more of our pupils come into the village we should 
consider employing a teacher of drawing. This subject ha; 
developed so rapidly the last ten years that before long it 
will likely be a required subject for entering some higher 
schools, especially normal schools. There is no subject so 
difficult for the regular teachers. Recent graduates of good 
normal schools have had some training, but most of our 
teachers have had no training whatever. 

This is an argument for consolidating our schools, as it 
would cost more to teach drawing in the country to 75 pu- 
pils than in the village to 225. 


ENTERING AGE LAW. 


Some do not think it wise to send children to school 
at five years of age. Others, only half believing in the 
advisability of sending them at that age, allow their chil- 
dren to stay at home for the slightest excuse. As a conse- 
quence many first grade pupils repeat the year. This 
means that the town must furnish two years instruction to 
advance the pupils one grade. You will find by consult- 
ing the table giving the number in each grade that there 
are 48 pupils in the first grade, compared with 23 in the 
second grade. 

I believe it advisable to raise the entering age to six 
years. It is alright to send children to school at five or to 
a kindergarten much younger than that, but if money is 
needed elsewhere this is a place to save it. 


EIGHT-GRADE SYSTEM. 


In old fashioned ungraded schools each teacher advanced 
the pupils as he thought best, or as he thought pleased the 
influential patrons of his school. Under one teacher a 
pupil might be taken over what would now be termed two 
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or three years work in one year. Perhaps the next teachec 
would set this pupil farther back than where he started with 
the former teacher. The first teacher perhaps wished to 
make his reputation by advancing pupils rapidly and leav- 
ing before the crash came. The next teacher knew that in 
order to have easy teaching the subject must not be difficul: 
for the pupils. And so we had the two extremes. 

After schools were graded and pupils changed teachers 
every year, each teacher complained of the preparation of 
her pupils. She would have but little to do if all her pu- 
pils found the lessons easy. For the same reason each 
principal of an Academy or High School complained ot 
the preparation given in the public schools. In order to 
satisfy these principals an extra year would be taken to 
prepare pupils for the Academy or high school. Then the 
principals, finding a class well prepared, would raise their 
requirements, and were ready by the next year to set up 
another howl about pupils being poorly prepared. Then 
the grammar schools would add another year, but soon 
the old complaint was heard as before. 

I cannot say how far this could have been carried if the 
secondary schools had not needed pupils. When the re- 
action set in some towns were found with ten or eveu 
eleven years below the high school. The school systems of 
the central west were planned at about this time and they 
started out on an eight grade basis. When their high 
schools were developed people were surprised to find that 
some of their graduates entered college on examinations. 
Educators were horrified when Kansas City changed to a 
seven-grade system, with four years in the high school. 
And still some of the Kansas City graduates went to col- 
lege. At that time some New Hampshire towns had ten 
years below the high school. Educators interested in the 
two extremes visited New Hampshire to find out how they 
spent the ten years and visited Kansas City to see how the 
work could be done in seven. If satisfactory work could

be done in seven years then it was certainly a crime to rob 
the children of three years. | 
All the ten years programs in New Hampshire were 
dropped a few years ago. There were then but few nine- 
grade systems left outside of New England. The New 
Hampshire State Program was made out for eight grades 
anticipating the fact that all schools would soon change to 
eight grades. The list of states that now have eight grades 
shows how nearly universal this system has become. 


EIGHT GRADES. 


Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, Flor-

NINE GRADES. 


Connecticut, Maine, Massachusetts, New ~ Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Vermont. 

Although New Hampshire is given as a nine grad. 
state many changes have made it practically an eight grade 
state. Concord, Portsmouth, Dover, Rochester, Franklin, 
Berlin and many towns now have an eight-grade plan. 
Likewise Massachusetts can not be classed strictly as a 
nine-grade state. During the past two years Boston, Wor- 
cester and many of the largest cities in Massachusetts have 
changed from nine to eight grades. It is a safe estimate to 
state that more than 90 per cent. of all schools are now on 
the eight-grade plan, and the per cent. is rapidly increasing. 
Those cities that now retain the ninth grade teach largely 
high school subjects. The following is the list given me 
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by the Supt. of our nearest city as the ones taught in their 
ninth grade: Algebra, Latin, English, English History, 
Bookkeeping and Civil Government. 

One way cities have succeeded in completing the gram- 
mar school course in eight or even seven years has been 
by closer supervision. Many of the useless subjects have 
been taken from the courses of study. For example, ia 
Arithmetic pupils are not required to study Annual Inter- 
est, Allegation, True Discount, Equation of Payments. 
Compound Proportion, Reverse Processes in Interest, and 
the like. 

When the teachers and superintendents know that the 
time is limited they take the non-essentials from a course. 
We may be thankful that the time is limited, for a year 
gained is of no small consequence. It allows those who are 
forced to quit school young to take at least part of the high 
school course. 

In the whole state of New Hampshire last September 
88 per cent. of the grammar school graduates entered the 
high schools or academies. With these figures before us 
we can no longer base conclusions on the premise that but 
few grammar graduates enter the high school. The closer 
articulation of grammar and high school has aided greatly 
ly in reducing the number who drop out at that time. Pu- 
pils are now admitted to the high school on their grammar 
school certificate instead of being required to take an ex- 
amination as in former years. 

If nearly all the towns in the United States can prepare 
for high school in eight years I can see no reason why 
Wilton cannot do so. 

There are several reasons why this change should be 
made, besides the fact that we should try to save the extra 
year. Our high school is small, at present having only 24 
pupils. Not many high schools this size have the standing 
that ours does. Many such schools are run with one 
teacher; but they are not approved as ours is. We wish 
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to keep the school up to its present standard. We have 
two teachers all the time and another assistant on half 
time. With the teaching force we could easily accommo- 
date fifty or sixty students. 

The tendency will be for pupils in the country to come 
to the village school. Perhaps some of the rural schools 
will be closed and the pupils transported to the village. 
By dropping the ninth grade we could accommodate at 
least two of our country schools. 

All our rural schools except Abbott Hill and West Wil 
ton could easily be moved to the village. Some pupils now 
come from the country to the upper grammar grades and 
high school. If reasonable contracts could be made with 
the parents of these pupils to bring all the children of their | 
respective districts we could close the rural schools at small 
expense. 

Witon is especially fortunate in having excellent teach- 
ers in its rural schools; but these teachers labor at a dis- 
advantage. Fifteen minutes are allowed for a recitation 
and in some cases ten minutes are all that can be given. 
In the village school of one or two grades the time is twice 
as long. We could afford a drawing teacher for all grades 
and the music teacher could do her work at less expense. 
Better supplies could be furnished, for we cannot afford 
certain apparatus that would have to be duplicated for all 
the schools as they are now. The superintendent could 
spend his time at the one building accomplishing real work. 
3ut I need not recite the advantages of consolidating the 
schools, we all know that it would give us much better 
schools and to think we could do this at about the same 
price we now pay for poorer schools!

The above table showing the number in each grade who 
were members of the schools Feb. 15, may be interesting 
to some. 

I have already called attention to the large number in 
the first grade. I shall also call attention to the small 
number in the eighth grade. This will be an excellent year 
to change to an eight grade basis. 

You will note that there are eight pupils in the rurat 
schools who should enter high school next September. As 1 
high school pupil could drive a horse, this may suggest 
some plan of closing a school. 

The number of grades in a country school gives some 
indication of the amount of work to be done in that school. 


SUPERVISION. 


I can see where my predecessor has done much in at- 
tempting to have the work accomplished in a year uniform 
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throughout the schools. This has prepared the way for me, 
with the aid of the teachers, of the three towns, to outline 
the work month by month. We are striving now to keew 
the schools up with the state program, which is made out 
for eight grades. To do this the teachers must have every 
advantage possible. The school year should be 36 weeks 
for all schools, as we are outlining the work almost week 
by week for nine months of four weeks each. The 
teachers must have all books needed, for they have enough 
difficulties to encounter without waiting for books and 
supplies. And pupils must be forced to come every day. 

I have not completed a detailed outline of the work for 
all grades because I have not had time to do so. I have 
divided my time about equally between visiting schools and 
other work, but hope that the office work and looking after 
supplies will grow less, as there is enough to do do in the 
schoolroom to take all my time.
